WE were uncommonly amused, at this, Theatre, on Satarday in wit- 
neesing Lodgings for Single Gentlemen ;—it was so inimitably acted 
in allite parts; the illusion was eo complete, that we eould easily fancy 
we were viewing a scene of real life, and were actually in the first-floor 
of the prying MJrs. Prattie. ‘To the second piece, Sweethearts and 
Wires, we can by no means accord the same meed of applause; with 
the exception of Farren and Vining, all the performers were vastly in- 
ferivr to the original representatives of the different characters, .Mr. 
Keuny, the author, is a clever man, and has always shewn a great 
deal of tact in the contrivance of his plot, and in accommodating his 
characters to the peculiar talents of his setors, and Billy Lackaday, 
as performed by Liston, was the great charm of the piece; his senti~ 
mental airs, his mandlin grief, were irresistibly comic. Harley, tho’ 
Indicrens enough, did not seem to feel himself in his proper element, 
there was a fidgetyness in his manner, a sparkle in his eye, which de- 
stroyed the rraisemblance of the character. Miss Taylor sustained 
the part of Eugenia, for the first time, and, in the seene where she re- 
Jates her story to the old Admiral, was natural and pathetic; but, in 
the name of common sense, what could induce her to dress the part of 
a chambermaid.(for such the Admiral sapposes her} in a short sleeved 
dress, long white kid gloves, and a hat, the absurdity of which could 
only be equalled by its ugliness? and at ten o’elock in the morning !! 
To be sure she was borne out in this folly by Mrs. Hamby, who was 
as ridiculously attired in blue satin and diamonds before breakfast ! 
Monstrous incongruity Wecannot exactly recollect the dress Miss 
Chester wore, who was the original Eugenia, and who, by the way 
was in one of the stage-boxes on Saturday, but sure we. are, she did: 
not so outrage propriety. Bianchi Taylor sang badly, and acted worse, 
as Sandford. and Mrs. Teayleure had not even learnt her part. On the 
whole it went off very flatly, and will not, we shonld think, be re- 
peated in a hurry, as the house was but thinly attended. Separation .
